NCE in a while some magazine 
article receives an astonishing 
amount of publicity — enough to 
make it a real sensation. Such an 
article is the one by J. C. Furnas.

Then he saw an 
actual crash, with the mutilated 
Bodies :ying around. 

With this material he wrote a 
hair-raising description of what 
happens when people drive care- 
lessly. He described the bodies, the 
state of the car, and the mess on 
the road. : 

This article was published in 
August, and since that time more 
than 1,000,000 reprints have been 
distributed by Chambers of Com- 
merc: obile manufacturers, 
insura ompanies, and corpora- 
tions owning large fleets of trucks. 
Several] justices have made a prac- 
tice of reading the article to groups 
of traffic violators, while in Mas- 
sachusetts state police have forced 
reckless drivers to park alongside 
the road and read the story. It is 
said that in several cities a notice- 
able falling-off in road accidents 
has been noted since the adoption 
of such tactics. 

Furnas himself is impressed with 
his own article. He had quit driv- 
ing five or six years ago, when last 
spring he found it necessary to 
drive to South Carolina.

Deep Dish Ruby Pie 

Wash 2!% cups cranberries, add 
134 cups sugar and }2 cup water 
and cook until the berries quit 
popping. Put 1-3 of the berries 
into a deep, well-greased pie plate. 
Add a layer of sliced bananas, 
another 1-3 of the berries, more 
sliced bananas and the rest of the 
berries. Cover the pie with a thick, 
rich pig pastry, pinching closely 
around the sides of the dish. Slash 
the crust and bake in a hot oven 
25 minutes. Sweetened whipped 
cream or hard sauce may be served 
with this pie.

“T asked my wife where she met 
all the agents with something to 
sell on easy payments and she re- 
plied that they came to the house. 
I pointed out that I did not think 
it was fair to take up these prop~ 
ositions without consulting me in 
advance. She replied if she did 
that she would never have any- 
thing. I don’t know about that, but 
I do know we won’t have anything 
if she doesn’t stop running me inte 
debt, I have a horror of'debt, and 
hate to feel my earnings are mort- 
gaged for months to come. I have 
no odjection to buying on the time- 
payment plan when necessary, and 
I really believe these propositions 
are worthy. I realize something 
must be done at home before I 
can expect any relief from abroad. 
How can I talk my wife out of this 
weakness? She is honest enough 
about everything else. 

“Hard Pressed.” 

How you talk her out of it is 
your own personal problem, but 
you simply must do it. Use what- 
ever method you can, but convince 
her she is doing you a grave in- 
justice by obligating you to pay 
debts about which you were not 
consulted. 

It might be you were not overly 
generous with your wife and that 
she had to resort to some such 
plan in order to get what she con- 
siders the necessities of life. I don’t 
say you are, but it might be so. 

I have known many a husband 
who would pay his wife’s bills. but 
who wouldn’t give her any money 
to spend. Such women have my 
sympathy.
